Attorney Joe Tonahill said he 
hopes to have the matter before 
th estate’s only appellate crim­ 
inal court within six months. 
Judge Joe B. Brown denied a 
defense motion for a new trial 
Wednesday — exactly a month 
and a half after Ruby, 53, re­ 
ceived a death verdict from a 
Dallas jury. 
The former night club opera­ 
tor was convicted of murder 
with malice for the Nov. 24 kill­ 
ing of Lee Harvey Oswald, al­ 
leged assassin of President John 
F. Kennedy. 
Should the Court of Criminal 
Appeals rule against Ruby, he 
and his lawyers will have to 
turn to the federal courts. Ob­ 
servers say the appeal of the 
verdict could take years.

Living Cost 
Inches Up 
In March 


WASHINGTON (A P) — Living 
costs inched up one-tenth of I 
per cent in March as prices 
rose for virtually all consumer 
item s except food, the govern­ 
ment reported today. 
Lower food prices were off­ 
set by higher costs of housing, 
medical 
care, 
transportation 
and other basic item s, bringing 
the consumer price index to 
107.7. 
This means that it now costs 
$10.77 to buy goods that cost $10 
in the 1957-59 base period. 
A Labor Department spokes­ 
man said costs could be expect­ 
ed to go up again for April, but 
he 
added 
“ there 
is 
not 
the 
slightest indication of any seri­ 
ous inflation.” 
The spokesman, Deputy Com­ 
missioner Robert J. 
Myers of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
said relatively stable prices dur­ 
ing a general business upturn

Ohio Social 
Disease Rate 
On Increase 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P )-In - 
tectious 
syphilis 
increased 
44 
per cent in Ohio during the first 
three months of 1964, compared 
to the same period in 1963, the 
state’s health director report­ 
ed today. 
Dr. Emmett W. Arnold said 
the comparable figures for 1963 
and 1964 were 97 cases and 140 
cases, respectively. 
He said this was a substantial 
rise, made even more dramatic 
by the fact that it represents a 
112 per cent increase over the 
sam e period of 1962. 
Dr. Arnold r e p o r t e d that 
gonorrhea cases, already at a 
record high in some Ohio cities 
also increased substantially — 
2.844 
cases 
from 
J a n u a r y 
through March 1964, as compar­ 
ed with 2,313 for the sam e per­ 
iod of 1963, an increase of 23 
per cent. 
The health director indicated 
that venereal diseases contin­ 
ue to affect mainly young adults 
under the age of 25 with “ever 
increasing 
n u m b e r s 
found 
among the teenage population.” 


Greeks Break 
Cyprus Truce 


Turk Stronghold 
Suffers Shelling 
NICOSIA, 
Cyprus 
(A P)— 
Mortar shelling by Greek Cyp­ 
riots ringing St. Hilarion Castle 
today broke the cease-fire pro­ 
claimed 
by their 
government 
only 13 hours before. 
The United Nations announced 
seven mortar shells were fired 
in 15 minutes at the Turkish 
Cypriot stronghold in the Ky- 
renia Mountains, 
resuming an 
offensive 
the 
Greek 
Cypriots 
have waged with the professed 
aim of clearing Turkish Cypriot 
gunposts 
from 
the 
Nicosia- 
Kyrenia highway and vantage 
points overlooking 
Greek 
vil­ 
lages. 
There was no im mediate re­ 
port of damage to the castle. 
A spokesman for the Greek 
Cypriot government expressed 
surprise at the U.N. announce­ 
ment. He said that, so far as he 
knew, the cease-fire still was 
supposed to be in effect. 
The United Nations thrust a 
new element into the confused 
situation. After telling of the 
shelling, 
the 
United 
Nations 
said it is going to set up per­ 
manent observation posts in the 
Kyrenia range, 
where it has 
been using patrols to try to stop 
the fighting. 
“Now that President Makari- 
os has ordered his government 
forces to cease fire in the area, 
it has been decided to convert 
these 
patrols 
into 
permanent 
U.N. posts in the area,” it was 
announced. 
“It is hoped this 
cease • fire will be fully ob­ 
served.” 
Two U.N. patrols cam e under 
fire in a continuation of the hos­ 
tilities that U.N. Secretary-Gen­ 
eral U Thant is seeking to end 
through a new nine-point peace 
plan, presented Wednesday to 
the Security Council 
in New 
York. There were no casualties 
in either case. 
Canadians of the peace force 
drew fire on a -visit to the 
Turkish village of Aghirda, in 
the Kyrenia foothills IO miles 
north of Nicosia. 
Presumably 
the shots cam e from Greek Cyp­ 
riot positions in the range over­ 
looking the village. The Cana­ 
dians did not return the fire. 
A 
Swedish 
contingent 
dis­ 
armed a group of Cypriot bat­ 
tlers Wednesday night for the 
first time since the peace force 
went into operation March 27. 
The 
Swedes 
seized 
weapons 
from Greek Cypriots who ap­ 
parently had fired on them in 
the 
mixed 
Greek-Turkish 
vil­ 
lage of Timi, near the western 
port of Paphos. 
A U.N. spokesman said the 
Swedes 
were 
attacked 
when 
they intervened to halt a gun 
fight between Greek and Turk­ 
ish 
Cypriots. 
He 
said 
the 
Swedes fired 45 rounds before 
halting the fight. 
Both the U.N. command and 
the Turkish Cypriots had looked 
with skepticism on the cease­ 
fire, which was announced after 
both Thant and the U.N. com­ 
mand of Indian Lt. Gen. Prem 
Singh Gyani put strong pressure 
on the Greek Cypriots to drop 
the Kyrenia campaign.

George Van Camp and Steamin' Demon 


Steamin’ Demon, the world’s 
champion double gaited harness

The famous stallion had been 
retired to stud since 1961 at the 
Van Camp farm just north of 
Circleville on County Road 511.

6, 1959. His record in the pace 
was set two years earlier, Oct. 
1957, at Lexington, Ky. The com­ 
bined times totaled 3:58, better­ 
ing the previous record of 3:58- 
^4 set by Calumet Evelyn in 
1936. 
In 1960 Steamin’, was named 
the Ohio Harness Horse of the 
year by the U n i t e d States 
Trotting Assn. The Ohio Harness 


Horsemen’s Assn., Inc., named 
him the Aged Trotter of the year 
in 1960. 
As a 3-year-old, he won 22 of 
30 starts, placing second three 
times and third four times. 
In 1959 he w o n $106,751, 
placing first, second or third in 
14 of 25 starts. The following 
year he won $64,950 as a 7- 
year-old. 
Bred through the Van Camp 
stables, Steamin’ Demon w a s 
sired by Demon Hanover and 
was out of Conchita. His dam, 
also owned by Van Camp, died 
within the past year. 
His maiden start was at a 
Pickaway County Spring Harn­ 
ess Matinee. 
The famous stallion set many 
records during his career. In­ 
cluded are: the t r a c k pacing 
record at Hilliard Raceway, the 
champion double gaited mark 
for a c o 1 1 on both a rn i I e and 
half-mile track; the track trot­ 
ting record at Brandywine Race­ 
way and the track trotting rec­ 
ord at Yonkers Raceway.

The School bond issue (issue 
No. 2) is being placed b e f o r e 
voters for the second time.

WASHINGTON (AP)-A pro­ 
fessor of psychophysiology at 
A n t i o c h College in Yellow 
Springs, Ohio, Dr. John Lacey, 
told a congressional subcommit­ 
tee Wednesday that operators 
of lie detectors should have a 
high degree of training before 
conducting tests and interpret­ 
ing the results. 
Lacey was one of four experts 
testifying before the House Gov­ 
ernment Operations Subcommit­ 
tee in its hearings on the scien­ 
tific basis for the use of lie de­ 
tectors by the federal govern­ 
ment. They were expected to re­ 
sume testimony today. 
Lacey said he allows nurses, 
X-ray technicians and college 
graduates to operate the physc- 
iologica1 machines in his labora­ 
tory only after at least six 
months training. But he said he 
wouldn’t be comfortable for 
t h e m to read the data after 
three years training. 
Earlier testimony revealed 
that many lie detector opera­ 
tors in the federal government 
administer the tests and inter­ 
pret them after as little as six 
weeks training. 
The experts’ testimony gave 
ammunition for a report expect 
cd to be made by the subcom­ 
mittee, following the current 
hearings, demanding appoint­ 
ment of an interagency commit 
tee to set new minimum stand­ 
ards for operators of lie de­ 
tectors in the federal govern 
ment and limiting their use to a 
few special situations.

She said early 
ethnic groups in the Collinwood 
area had to struggle to buy 
homes and had problems simi­ 
lar to those Negroes now face. 
Mrs. Ballew, wife of the head 
of the Collinwood Improvement 
Council, said these people had 
no clergymen rushing to their 
assistance. 
She said the place for such 
legislation was on the state 
level.

WASHINGTON (AP)-One of 
the ‘ healthiest recent signs that 
the cold war has diminished a 
bit is the dollar sign. 
Businessmen here and else­ 
where show a developing desire 
for a buck, even if it means 
trading with Communists. 
It showed up Wednesday at 
the annual meeting of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce, one of 
the most non-pro-Communist or­ 
ganizations in the country. 
About 90 per cent of the busi­ 
nessmen there voted for in­ 
creased trade in nonstrategic 
goods with Russia and her Eu­ 
ropean satellites. 
Some even wanted trade with 
three countries totally embar­ 
goed by this government: Red 
China, North Korea, North Viet 
Nam. There was no vote on this. 
Why this surge, and it has 
been growing, to trade with the 
Communist world? Speakers ex­ 
plained in dollars and cents: 
If American businessmen are 
prevented from selling to the 
Reds, the trade will go to busi­ 
nessmen in other Western coun­ 
tries which have fewer restric­ 
tions. 
The British, just as anxious 
for the money, give their moti­ 
vation a little more philosophi­ 
cal twist: 
“A fat Communist is a little 
less belligerent than a lean 
one.” 
Exports to Communist coun 
tries now by Western Europe 
and Japan are running at about 
$3 billion a year. 
West Germany leads the list 
—with Britain and France next 
—but mostly because of exports 
to Communist East Germany. 
The United States is at the bot­ 
tom of the list. 
Most of the Allies* trade with 
the Red nations has been in ma­ 
chinery and other nonstrategic 
goods. 
But there has long been a feel­ 
ing in this country that selling 
'inything to Communists simply 
strengthens communism. 
A classic example was the 
fight in Congress — it finally 
lost — against 
selling 
even 
wheat to Russia. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
ran head-on into this attitude 
last month in telling Congress 
there should be more flexibility 
in trade with the Reds. 
He takes this line — and it’s 
the Johnson administration line 
—that the United States should 
pick and choose between Com­ 
munists nations on trade. 
This is the reasoning: That 
trade w i t h certain Communist 
countries may encourage them 
to show more independence of 
Moscow. 
But he wants a tight boycott 
—which American allies are ig­ 
noring — in dealing with Fidel 
Castro’s Cuba. 
For this reason in this case 
The

squeeze on Castro, the less suc­ 
cessful communism in Cuba will 
be and the more he will have to 
depend on Moscow which is 
helping to bail him out at a cost 
to Russia of about $1 million 
day. 
This reasoning gets a little 
puzzling, since Rusk wants to 
make some Red countries less 
dependent on Moscow but Cuba 
more so.

long-term credits.

American credits this in the end 
may put American business­ 
men behind the eight ball any­ 
way in dealing with the Com­ 
munists. 
For instance, the British are 
considering long-term credits. 
So the Russians, being business­ 
men, too, will naturally shop 
where it’s to their advantage. 
At the same time Secretary of 
Commerce Luther Hodges has 
said he thinks this country is 
“moving toward a more normal 
trade relationship” with Soviet 
Russia and her European sat­ 
ellites. 
So, while there have been ar­ 
guments among the Allies on 
such things as credit terms and 
what to sell, the main point is: 
The growing desire among busi­ 
nessmen on both sides of the 
ocean to make money from the 
Communists. 
If long-term credits become 
the custom, even though they’re 
guaranteed by the individual 
Western governments to their 
businessmen, it will be a pretty 
good sign those same govern­ 
ments don’t expect war while 
the credits last.

For some railroads, such as 
the New H a v e n , the struggle 
often seems hopeless. But oth­ 
ers are manifesting considerable 
ingenuity in waging their f i g h t 
for competitive survival in spite

HYDEN, Ky. (AP) - Like 
knights of old, college students 
sally forth each weekend to 
help the distressed mountain 
folk of eastern Kentucky.

Rhubarb King 


Of Kingston 


Gives Advice 


The Rhubarb Ring of Kings­ 
ton, Merle C. Koutt, 34 E. Pick­ 
away St., has some easy to fol­ 
low but rather unorthodox ad­ 
vice to give on raising rhubarb. 
Rontt has his plants along 
his fence —■ 125 feet of thriving 
r h u b a r b . He started h ie 
planting abont 25 years age 
when he first moved to his 
present home. 
And Kingston natives k n o w 
just whers to go when they want 
t o m s k e s pie e a r l y in t h e 
spring. 
No, it is not a commercial 
project. Routt just gives the 
rhubarb to friends and acquaint­ 
ances. He usuaUy does not both­ 
er sealing it. 
However last year he did seU 
some plants to a gardener. 
Routt covers his planting in 
faU with leaves. 
Every now 
and then when he has it availa­ 
ble he fertilizes the rhubarb. 
Here’s the real trick to h is 
success with pie plant, says the 
Rhubarb King: Early in spring 
take a s p a d e and split e a c h 
plant. Don’t be afraid — just let 
go with the spade and make 
sure the plants spUt. 
“ Rhubarb,” says Routt, “wiU 
die out if you do not take t h i s 
precaution.” He ought to know. 
He’s provided Kingston people 
with it now for 25 years.

Court and Northridge Road. The 
tree is a o rn e 20 feet or m o r e 
high. The blossoms are yellow 
and not too showy but they ar­ 
rive in February. 


The lily you g o t at Easter 
(since the Second World War) 
is hardy outdoors. 
Plant the 
bulb slightly deeper than it is 
in the pot; plant where it is not 
too shady and where water does 
not stand after a rain. 
Before World War II, Jap­ 
anese grown lilies were used 
for 
Easter. 
These 
are not 
hardy in our climate. 
Ships loaded with lily bulbs 
were on the way to our country 
when war was declared. T h e 
ships were obliged to return to 
Japan. 
The U n i t e d States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture had been 
experimenting with types of lil­ 
ies suitable for Easter forcing. 
The Croft lily was developed 
under USDA supervision on the 
west coast in Oregon and Wash­ 
ington. 
It has proven more satisfac­ 
tory than those imported from 
Japan. 
The difference between the or­ 
dinary lily and those grown es­ 
pecially for Easter is that those 
most suitable for Easter are 
shorter growing, and the flow­ 
er clusters develops all at one 
time.

Frank S. Curter, horticulturist 
for Phipps Conservatory at Sch- 
enley Park in Pittsburgh, lec­ 
tured on landscape design at 
Course V of the National Coun­ 
cil Flower Show School held in 
Worthington last week.

gardener himself, he warned 
his students to keep mainten­ 
ance in mind. He stated that 
dream flower gardens which

bloom exist only in the mind 
or on the estates of the rich 
where a crops of gardeners 
can "pot sink” plants that 
have been greenhouse grown. 
He went on to give a good ac­ 
count, however, of his own al­

IO feet wide. 
Curto made a point of drain­ 
age. Good drainage is a “ must ’ 
for virtually all plant materials, 
he stressed.

HE SAID if a beginning gar­ 
dener wondered if her border 
had good drainage she could dig 
a hole, fill it with w ater and 
see if the w ater was gone with­ 
in 24 hours. If not she could 
rest assured the drainage was 
poor and something should be 
done. Preferably tiling by an 
expert. 
One cure was to elevate the 
garden some 18 inches,

Curto warned his students to 
have a water faucet available 
so that it would not be nec­ 
essary to drag hundreds of feet 
of hose around in order to wa­ 
ter the garden.
